BURNING is the process by which 
cream is agitated so that great 
concussion 
is 
brought 
about, I 
causing the fat globules to unite and i 
form granules. 
Any churn that gives 
the greatest uniform agitation of the 
cream, thus causing exhaustive churn­ 
ing, is desirable. 
This is well Illus­ 
trated In the barrel churn, where tho 
cream Is uniformly agitated, because 
the whole of It drops first to one end 
and then to the other. 
The principle 
of churning is the same, no matter 
what kind of contrivance is used. The 
length of time it takes to churn de­ 
pends upon the condition of the cream 
to be churned and the amount of agi­ 
tation. 
Cream can usually be churned 
more quickly with an eggbeaetr than 
if the same cream is plared in a half 
gallon Mason jar filled only one-third 
full and shaken ba< k and forth. How­ 
ever. the latter gives more uniform 
agitation and leaves less butter in the 
614 j buttermilk, although it takes a little 
longer. 
The so called three-minute 
churns do the work quickly, but not 
exhaustively. 
Factors Affecting Cream. 
Tem perature 
The higher the tem­ 
perature. the quicker the fats will 
unite with the same agitation.

FARMER SHOULD STUDY SOIL 


”A perfect soil is one which con­ 
tains the ingredients in j erfect pro­ 
portions; sand, to enable it to ahs »rb 
air and moisture in proper amounts, 
and to render it warm and friable 
clay, to keep it cool, au i prevent 
a 
too rapid leaching or evaporation oi 
water; lime, to assist in the decay of 
vegetable matter, and organic matter, 
to retain the best amount of moisture, 
and to furnish material for the various 
chem ical processes continually going 
on In good soils.” 
These perfect conditions se’, lorn oc­ 
cur in nature, although it is in the 
power of man to produce them 
But 
perfect soils are not to be had with­ 
out great labor and care and cenera - 
ly It is more important for the farmer 
to adapt himself to his soil and make 
it produce the best it is capable of do­ 
ing than to attempt to change its char 
acter. 
It is of prime importance for the 
farmer to study his soil and learn its 
Characteristics, for every kind of soil i 
calls for a little different treatment, j 
and an intelligent practice must be 
based on definite Information regard 
Ing the needs of his particular soil
